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Caution:  Beware  Asbestos

As  most  o£  us  know,  all 
the  major  heating  pipes 
at  BLS  are  covered  with 
asbestos,  a  known  carci¬ 
nogen.  This  was  first 
discovered  four  years 
ago,  when  work  was  being 
done  in  the  boiler  room 
in  the  sub-basement.  The 
boiler  room  area  was 
found  to  be  in  violation 
of  the  standards  of  the 
Occupational  Safety  Hygi¬ 
ene  Administration  (OSHA), 
and  an  immediate  clean-up 
was  ordered.  The  main 
hallways,  however,  were 
not  found  to  be  in  viola¬ 
tion. 

The  most  recent  problem 
has  been  vandalized  pipes. 
When  pipes  are  ripped  or 
torn,  thousands  of  asbes¬ 
tos  particles  fly  into 
the  air.  By  posting  signs 
on  or  near  all  the  pipes, 
Mr.  Cohen  has  recently 
initiated  a  campaign  to 
warn  students  not  to  tam¬ 
per  with  them.  Mr.  Con- 
tompasis  commented,  "Each 
student  has  the  responsi¬ 
bility  to  stay  away  from 
those  pipes. "  An  attempt 
is  being  made  to  have  the 
pipes  shielded;  however, 
this  is  several  months 
away  if  it  occurs  at  all. 

One  major  obstacle  to 
resolving  our  asbestos 
problem  is  the  bureaucra¬ 


cy  involved.  In  order  for 
the  asbestos  to  be  remo¬ 
ved  from  the  school, 
there  must  be  a  flagrant 
violation  of  safety  stan¬ 
dards,  and  it  appears 
that  over  2000  people 
daily  exposed  to  a  carci¬ 
nogen  is  not  flagrant 
enough  for  City  Hall. 
However,  each  day  that 
the  pipes  go  uncovered 
increases  the  risk  of 
cancer  for  all  of  us. 

It  is  obvious  that 
something  must  be  done 
now!  Mr.  Cohen  offers  the 
following  suggestions: 

1.  we  may  organize  a 
clean-up  crew  to  properly 
tape  and  cover  the  pipes, 

2.  we  may  write  letters 
to  the  Office  of  Planning 
and  Engineering,  26  Court 
St.  (tel.  726-6400), 
stressing  the  importance 
of  an  asbestos  clean-up 
at  BLS,  3.  we  (especially 
parents  may  alert  the 
Headmaster  of  our  concern 
for  the  safety  of  the  fa¬ 
culty  and  students  at  BLS, 
and  4.  above  all,  we  must 
not  tamper  with  the 
pipes . 

It  is  of  paramount  im¬ 
portance  that  the  asbes¬ 
tos  problem  be  resolved 
now.  If  the  job  is  not 
done  immediately,  the 
health  of  the  students 
and  faculty  is  seriosly 
endangered.

SYSTEM

Prom  the  beginning  of 
the  1982-83  school  year, 
there  has  been  a  great 
deal  of  discussion  con¬ 
cerning  the  newly  deve¬ 
loped  grading  system  of 
the  Boston  Public 
Schools. 

The  new  Report  Card 
Pormat  was  the  end  re¬ 
sult  of  a  request  the 
Boston  School  Dept,  made 
to  the  Headmasters’  As¬ 
sociation  to  begin  con¬ 
sidering  a  grade  revisal 
in  the  entire  school  .sy¬ 
stem. A  committee  of 
headmasters  produced  a 
draft  which  was  revised 
and  forwarded  to  the  De¬ 
puty  Superintendent  of 
School  Operations, Robert 
S.Peterkin.  After  meet¬ 
ing  approval  with  Mr.Pe- 
terkin  and  Superinten¬ 
dent  Spillane,the  recom¬ 
mended  changes  were  vo¬ 
ted  upon  and  approved  by 
the  school  committee. 

to .Contompasis  said 
that  he  accepted  the  new 
requirements  because 
this  would  bring  Latin 
into  accordance  with  all 
schools  in  the  Boston 
Public  School  system.  In 
addition, this  would  also 
eliminate  confusion  in 
the  students'  records, 
because  the  transcripts 
viewed  by  college  in¬ 
terviewers  would  no 
longer  need  a  separate 
explanation  describing 
Latin's  grading  system. 
Although  the  grades  will 
appear  lower  than  pre¬ 
viously, to,  Contompasis 
said  that  a  letter  de¬ 
scribing  the  rigor  of 
the  BLS  curriculum  will 
accompany  the  tran¬ 
scripts  . 


TUTORING

The  BLS  Tutoring 
Program  began  operat¬ 
ing  in  early  November. 
Though  only  started  a 
few  years  ago, it  has  be¬ 
come  a  large, involved 
project.  Students  in 
need  of  tutoring  will 
take  a  diagnostic  test, 
probably  just  in  Eng¬ 
lish,  in  order  to  eval- 
ute  the  seriousness  o£ 
their  problems, which 
can  then  be  worked  out 
more  easily.  Later  on, 
a  second  test  will  be 
given  to  see  whether 
there  has  been  any  im¬ 
provement.  Tutors  will 
have  to  turn  in  perio¬ 
dic  reports  to  make 
sure  that  both  he  and 
the  tutee  are  dedicated 
enough  to  put  in  the 
proper  amount  of  time 


The  existing  grade 
Pormat  at  BLS  varies 
from  the  final  draft  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  School 
Committee  and  implement¬ 
ed  at  other  schools  in 
the  system  in  several 
aspects . 

1 ) Latin  will  not  pro¬ 
vide  a  course  attendance 
record  on  the  report 
card.  The  Headmaster 
feels  that  cutting 
classes  is  under  control 
here, because  students 
must  return  to  their 
homerooms  at  the  day's 
end  . 

2 ) The  grade  range  has 
been  slightly  amended  to 
include  pluses  and  mi¬ 
nuses  . 

3 )  Latin  students  are  not 
required  to  obtain  105 
points  for  graduation, 
but  need  only  90  points, 
as  previously  required. 

All  of  those  exemp¬ 
tions  were  approved  by 
Deputy  Superintendent  of 
Operati ons, to. Peter kin, 
and  Superintendent  Spil- 
lane . 

In  addition, the  Head¬ 
master  has  decided  to 
re-establish  Approba¬ 
tion  with  Distinction 
and  Approbation  re¬ 
quirements  to  their  ori¬ 
ginal  grade  levels.  In 
order  to  receive  Appro¬ 
bation  with  Distinction, 
one  must  have  no  grade 
lower  than  a  B-,an  A  in 
conduct, no  absences  and 
no  tardiness.  Tor  Appro¬ 
bation  one  must  have  no 
grade  lower  than  a  B-  in 
conduct. Absences  and  a 
yet  undetermined  amount 
of  unexcused  tardiness 
will  be  allowed.  This 
compromise  was  effected 
by  the  persistence  of 
the  Faculty  Senate, who 
'requested  that  Mr. Con¬ 
tompasis  reconsider  his 
previous  decisions  on 
Approbation.

available  to  anyone  who 
has  a  serious  problem  in 
academics  or  in  study 
habits.

The  process  is  as  fol¬ 
lows  :  to.  Contompasis 
sends  lists  of  needed 
books  and  supplies  to  the 
business  manager  of  the 
Boston  Public  Schools. 
Orders  from  all  the 
schools  are  then  compiled 
into  one  order,  and  va¬ 
rious  companies  bid  on  it.

COMPUTER

Now  that  more  and  more 
businesses,  corporations, 
and  homes  are  using  com¬ 
puters  ,  there  are  some 
general,  BASIC,  facts  to 
be  known  about  them. 

"BASICS"  is  a  part  of 
Mr.  Soibelman's  class  V 
algebra  course.  The  term 
BASICS  is  actually  an  ac¬ 
ronym  for  All-Purpose 
Symbolic  Instruction 
Code.

People  often  assume 
that  a  computer  can  do 
anything,  but  one  who 
really  knows  computers 
will  disagree,  saying 
that  a  computer  can  do 
only  two  things.  It  can 
perform  an  instruction 
and  it  can  figure  out 
where  to  get  the  next  in¬ 
struction.  Computers 
cannot  think,  as  many 
assume.  They  can  only  do 
what  they  are  told  to  do. 

Information  is  fed  into 
a  computer  from  either  a 
disc  or  a  cartridge  into 
a  disc  drive.  On  each 
disc  or  cartridge  are 
programs,  each  compiled 
for  a  certain  purpose. 

A  program  is  a  series  of 
instructions  logically 
working  together  to  make 
the  computer  perform  a 
task. 

Some  computers  are  so 
advanced  that  they  are 
capable  of  producing 
sound,  color,  and  graph¬ 
ics  in  order  to  aid  the 
operator  and  to  and  ar¬ 
range  information  more 
easily. 

There  are  three  micro¬ 
computers  at  BLS,  single 
units  which  have  their 
own  keyboards,  screens, 
and  disc  drives.  Printers 
may  be  attached  to  them 
if  desired.  We  also  have 
eight  Hewlett-Packard 
minicomputers,  all  at¬ 
tached  to  the  main  cent¬ 
ral  processing  unit, 
where  most  of  the  infor¬ 
mation  is  stored. 

Since  the  computer 
field  is  growing  so  ra¬ 
pidly,  it  may  be  predic¬ 
ted  that  computers  will 
play  an  important  role  in 
our  future.  Therefore,  it 
is  important  that  BLS 
students  take  advantage 
of  computer  courses,  the 
BLS  Computer  Club,  clas¬ 
ses  like  Mr.  Soibelman's, 
and  other  opportunities 
offered  them  by  the 
school  to  learn  about 
computers.

Por 
the  past  two  summers

The  program  lasts 
one  week  and  includes 
activities,  such  as 
studying  salt  marshes,

Many  Chi¬ 
nese  are  eager  to  learn 
English,  and  listen 
nightly  to  the  language 
classes  and  news  on  the 
Voice  of  America  radio 
station,  which,  surpri¬ 
singly,  is  not  jammed  as 
it  is  in  the  Soviet  Union 
Still,  the  Chinese  ob¬ 
tain  very  little  correct 
information  this  way,  and 
queries  such  as,  "Does 
every  American  own  an 
airplane?"  and  "Does 
every  American  own  a 
gun?"  are  not  uncommon. 

The  American  students 
brought  with  them  a  video 
camera,  and  at  a  reunion 
dinner  recently  they  were 
told  of  plans  to  air  the 
material  they  recorded 
.in  a  special  on  cable  TV 
sometime  next  fall.

The  idea  of  school- 
based  management  has  been 
implemented  successfully 
in  Florida,  but  Boston  is 
the  first  major  school 
system  to  test  this  plan. 
The  pilot  grammar  schools 
chosen  are  the  Hailey, 
the  Trotter,  and  the 
Quincy,  with  the  Taft  as 
the  pilot  middle  school. 
The  high  schools  chosen 
along  with  BLS  are  the 
Madison  Park  and  Jamaica 
Plain. 

Under  this  new  program 
the  Headmaster  will  have 
the  power  to  -screen  in¬ 
coming  personnel,  control 
the  budget,  and  improve 
the  curriculum.  Immediate 
goals  of  the  Headmaster 
are  improved  college 
awareness  for  seniors  anc 
improved  guidance  pro¬ 
grams  . 

The  School  Site  Council 
has  begun  meeting  regu¬ 
larly.

Then  these 
ideas  are  implemented 
only  if  Mr.  Contompasis 
deems  them  worthy  of  fur¬ 
ther  action. 

Members  feel  that  the 
Council  is  an  important 
boost  to  promoting  Head¬ 
master-teacher  communica¬ 
tion.  In  future  meetings 
the  issue  of  more  repre¬ 
sentation  for  students  is 
to  be  discussed.
